NEW YORK, Dec. 6—The daily 
average gross crude oil produce- 
tion of the United States decreased 
115,250 barrels tor the week end­ 
ing December I, totalling 2,083.000 
barrels, according to the weekly 
summary of the American Petro­ 
leum Institute. A decrease of 103,- 
100 barrels in the production of 
the Powell field in Texas accounts 
for substantially all of the decrease 
of 115,250 barrels. 
Daily average production east of 
the Rocky Mountains was 1,336;- 
650 barrels, a decrease of 103,300. 
California productions was 746,350, 
a decrease af 11,950 and Oklahoma 
showed a dally average production 
of 389,200 barrels, a decrease of 
900.
